Preliminary Sketches Of Shower. 
Unit For Upland School Authorized 


Preliminary sketches for the pro- 
posed new shower and locker. room 
unit at Upland Junior High school 
were accepted by the Upland school 
board Monday night. 

Submitted by Architect Herbert 
J. Powell, the plan calls for con- 
struction of a building 44 feet by 
63 feet. One side will be for boys 
and the other for girls, with 186 
lockers on each side. 

The building is to be located: im- 
mediately east of the present Jun- 
ior High school auditoriym, which 
is to be converted into a play room. 
A covered ramp will lead from the 
auditorium to the new structure. 

Other board actions were con- 
cerned with purchases, of equip- 
ment for maintenance and instruc- 
tional use,

Cyclist Killed 
Instantly In 
Truck Crash 


"Adrian P. Zeegers, 26, 1279 
South Magnolia avenue, Ontario, 


é died instantly at 9:20 a.m. this 


morning when the motorcycle 
which he was driving ran into the 
side of a truck at the corner of 
Ely and. Fern avenues on the south 
city line of Ontario. 

Austin T. Abernathy, driver of | 
the truck, who resides at 2145 Ho- 
said that he was 
traveling west on Ely through the 
intersection when Zeeger's motor- 
cycle hit the side of the truck just 
behind the front fender. 

The force of the blow was so 
great that Abernathy lost con- 
trol of the vehicle which crashed 
injo a tree in the front yard of a 
house at 161 West Ely. The truck 
traveled 198 feet after the crash. 

Zeegers who was _ traveling 
north on Fern, was thrown from 
his cycle by the impact and was 
found lying in the roadway 70 feet 
from the crash. The cycle was 
badly damaged in the accident. 

Evidence of the violence of the 
crash was seen in the fact that 
the drive shaft of the truck was 
torn from its mounting when the 
vehicle passed over the motor- 
cycle. 

*Zeegers died instantly of a skull 
fracture and multiple injuries. 
Coroner Evans ordered the body 
removed to Richardson's Mortu- 
ary.

| that the sale of the six cargo-pas- 
| senger vessels did not involve ex- 
penditure of any U. S. funds. They 
will be paid for in cash,

; Marshall also discussed the Greek

| He said that the function of Ameri- 
can representatives reported with 
|the Greek army is to determine

In carrying out the military 
phase of the $300,000,000 Greek aid 
program, he explained it is neces- 
|sary to determine what should be

in guerrilla warfare, he said, add- 
jing this is quite different from 
normal warfare.

* ATHENS, July 16 (®)—Greek 
army planes hammered 2,500 left- 
vist guerrillas trapped on the slopes 
of Mount Gamila north of Ioanni- 
na (Janina) today as three gov- 
®¥ernment brigades closed in for a 
showdown battle, military sources 
ee eported. 
Army authorities said that pre- 
cautions also had been taken 
"against any new invasion of Greek 
soil. The authorities added that 
Greek intelligence reports disclos- 
“ed there were six guerrilla con- 
centration centers—three in Al- 
ania and three in Yugoslavia— 
from which new offenses could be 
launched. Thése reports said the 
‘largest of the three in Albania 
was at Lescovic, and that a hos- 
ital for the guerrillas was locat- 
‘ed there. 
, A source close to the general 
‘staff indicated last night that the 
field of the payoff battle in north- 
western Greece probably would be 
near the villages of Yeroplatanos 
and Vasilikon where, he said, the 
warmy had guerrillas surrounded. 
Vasilikon is only four mfies from 
the Albanian frontier. 
Top military authorities said 
they feared a new large-scale 
efuerrilla operation in the Florina 
area facing the Yugoslav border. 
Informed sources said such a move 
““yight come in an effort to re- 
lity}, a large guerrilla force on 
Mount Grammos which has been 
taking a severe pummelling for 
two weeks. 
®* Sources in official government 
circles said if the Greek situation 
grew much worse it might be nec- 
essary to request the American 
mission to sanction an increase in 
wthe Greek army from 130,000 to 
300,000 men. Such a sharp in- 
crease would bite substantially in- 
‘to the United States aid program 
funds previously earmarked for 
jcivilian use. 
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SALT LAKE CITY, July 16 (7) 

The National Governor’s confer- 
ence resolutions’ committee ap- 
proved unanimously today a 
pledge of support for Secretary 
of State Marshall’s efforts to bring 
peace and freedom to a weary 
world. 


Members of the committee said 
the resolution, text of which was 
withheld pending action of the full 
conference, was couched in gen- 
eral terms of approval of Mar- 
shall’s efforts to bring a peaceful 
settlement of the world’s prob- 
lems. 


The Marshall plan of economic | 
rehabilitation for Europe was Hot 
specifically mentioned in the 
pledge, said Gov. Frank Carlson, 
Kansas Republican, a committee 
member. 

“It is a very sincere resolution | 
of support for the secretary of 
state,” Carlson said. He added that 
the pledge was directed at backing 
Marshall's efforts all over the 
world and not only in Europe.

SEES IRON ORE 
FROM THE SKY 


AP Newsfeatures 

NEW YORK—A flying magnetic 
eye used in‘ exploring for oil and 
iron proved itself at Little Amer- 
iva as a tool for peering through 
the thick Antarctic icecap to the 
earth beneath. 

One of its findings, said James 
R. Balsley, geophysicist of the U. 
S. Geological Survey, was a buried 
land area 110 miles southwest of 
Little America which might be 
an extinct’ volcano or possibly an 
iron depesit. 

This eye is tie magnetic air- 
horne detector—nicknamzd MAD 
——adapted for geologic ‘work from 
the wartime instrupzent for spot- 
ting submarfnes under water. Ra- 
dar was confined to the surface, 
but the MAD could snoop benéath 
the waves.

or other minerals. Various rock 
formations and ore-bearing rock 
have different magnetic proner- 
ties. MAD can detect even smalt 
changes in these properties, and 
it automatically records the mag- 
netic “signatures” coi the terrain 
flown‘over. The MAD is towed be- 
hind an airplane in a casing shaped 
like a 500-pound. %omb. 

At Little America BalsJey made 
four flights with the MAD. After 
analyzing results, he found that 
the strongest magnetic kick was 
obtained at a point 110 miles 
southwest of the camp. This, he 
said, suggests that an extinct vol- 
cano or highly magnetic ore de- 
posit lies buried there under the 
Ross Sea iceshelf. 

MAD also indicated that part 
of the ice-buried eastern shore of 
the Ross Sea lies 30 miles farther 
east than as appears on maps. It 
indicated also, Balsley said, that 
Roosevelt Island is. composed of 
granitic rock, one type of ore- 
bearing formation.
